Who sets the values? 


O nce again, the Conservative 
Party is raising the issue of 
“Canadian values” when it 
comes to selecting immigrants and 
refugees. 

While proponent, MP Kellie Leiteh, 
has at least selected a set of "values” 
that avoid overt references to race and 
religion—her values include tolerance, 
equality and indusivity—it seems to be 
a backhanded way of exduding anyone 
not “just like us.” 

Who is going to determine those 
definitive Canadian values and whether 
they are expressed by those individuals 
and families that want to come to this 
country? Leiteh has suggested anyone 
with mysogenistic views should be 
excluded; would that indude any culture 
that, say, separates men and women 
during prayers? Or where women wear a 
head covering? 

Surely it’s enough to inform and 
educate would-be immigrants on the 
laws and expectations of their new 
country. We are a country of law; our 


values are expressed through those laws 
—not through the imposition of ideals in 
a way that leads to exdusion. 

Besides, if we’re going to enshrine 
“Canadian values” for immigrants and 
refugees, perhaps we should first make 
sure they are enshrined here at home, in 
the minds and hearts of all Canadians. 

Is this country without mysogeny? 
Does everyone truly have an equal 
chance in the workforce? Is every 
Canadian environment indusive of 
women, persons with disabilities, First 
Nations, persons of differing ethnidties? 

We need to ensure that, if those are 
our accepted and embraced Canadian 
values, they are truly expressed in every 
aspect of Canadian life — including a 
need to ensure our poMdans enshrine 
and resped those values, rather than 
playing on xenophobic fears. 

Otherwise, newcomers to Canada 
who arrive expecting a new world of 
equal opportunity, respect, tolerance, 
equality and indusivity are likely to be 
disappointed.

Driver fails breath test 

Innisfil - On Sept. 18 at 
4:20 a.m., a South Simcoe 
Police officer stopped a 
vehicle on Innisfil Beach Road 
for a minor traffic offence 
and detected the odour of 
alcohol on the male driver's 
breath. A roadside screening 
test registered a “fail," and the 
driver, a 27-year-old Barrie 
man, was arrested and taken 
to North Division for further 
testing, which resulted in a 
charge for having more than 
80 milligrams of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of blood (over 
80). The man received a 90- 
day administrative driver's 
licence suspension, had his 
vehicle impounded and faces 
a court date of Oct. 6. 

Back-to-school 

campaign 

During the first nine 
days of the school year, all 
South Simcoe Police officers 
participated in a “back 
to school" traffic safety 
campaign in both Innisfil and 
Bradford. Every officer, from 
Chief Rick Beazley to patrol 
and traffic officers, targeted 
drivers in all school zones, 
keeping kids safe. During the 
campaign, 152 drivers were 
charged with speeding in a 
school zone, 28 were charged 


with disobeying a stop sign, 
27 were charged with various 
other traffic offences, three 
for seatbelt violations, two 
for distracted driving, and 117 
drivers were cautioned. Three 
drivers had their vehicles 
impounded for seven days 
and lost their licences after 
they were caught driving 
more than 50 km/h over 
the speed limit. Five others 
were charged with driving 
under suspension, and two 
drivers were charged with 
careless driving after four 
property damage collisions 
were investigated in school 
zones. One man was arrested 
in the middle of the school 
day for impaired driving. 
South Simcoe Police remind 
drivers to slow down and pay 
attention in school zones. 

Impaired driver arrested 

Innisfil - Around 8:30 p.m. 
on Sept. 16, South Simcoe 
Police were contacted by 
Barrie Police and asked to 
check on the well-being of a 
man believed to be operating 
a vehicle in the Alcona area. 
About five minutes later, a 
South Simcoe officer found 
the vehicle on Jack Crescent 
and pulled it over, quickly 
determining the driver 
was under the influence of 
alcohol.

Barrie man was arrested 
for impaired driving and 
returned to the police station 
for Intoxilyzer testing. He 
was subsequently charged 
with impaired driving, over 
80 and operating a motor 
vehicle with open alcohol. He 
was released on a promise to 
appear for court on Sept. 29, 
his licence was suspended 
for 90 days, and his vehicle 
impounded. 

Impaired driver in school 
zone 

Innisfil-A South Simcoe 
Police officer was conducting 
speed enforcement on Line 
9 in Innisfil, near Goodfellow 
Public School on Sept. 15, as 
part of the back-to-school 
initiative. Shortly before 
noon, the officer stopped 
a car clocked at 83 km/h 
in the 50 km/h zone. While 
speaking with the driver, 
the officer observed signs 
of impairment. The driver, a 
45-year-old Innisfil man, was 
arrested for impaired driving, 
and returned to North Division 
station for breath testing, 
which registered a “fail." 

The man was charged with 
impaired driving and over 80, 
and faces a court date of Sept. 
29. His licence was suspended 
for 90 days, and his vehicle 
impounded.
